Public buildings. 

Not long ago we drew attention to the 
very inadequate and unsatiofaetory char- 
acter of the public buildings now in 
coin-so of erection and in contemplation 
by the Federal Govenment, We are glad 
to liud that the grievance complained of has 
met with prompt recognition at the hands 
of the Federal authorities, and that reme- 
dial measures are being adopted. It was 
a great mistake in tho first instance not 
to have purchased the property in tho 
rear of tho buildings now going up on 
Government Street, no as to give to these 
buildings a frontage and an entrance on 
Langley street, as well as on Government 
utreet; and should that be done even yet 
the public will hail the act as evidence 
that what have beoometho subject of com- 
plaint was a mere oversight, and nut at- 
tributable to over ponuriousness on tho 
part of tho Government. Now that it has 
been decided that the whole of tho ground 
flat shall bo devoted to tho two purposes of 
Post-oflice and Saviugs-banK, may wo not 
hope that some little external alterations 
may bo made,— such, for instance, as 
making the main entrance larger and 
more imposing in architectural effect ?' A 
trilling sum properly employed in this 
way would do much towards relieving the 
edificoof that plainness and commonplace- 
iiOB.s which has given riso to a good deal 
of unfavorable remark. Turning from 
buildings in course of erection to those in 
immediate contemplation, we venture to 
hope that a proper effort will be made 
to redeem tho reputation of tho Govern- 
ment iD this respect by greatly improving 
tho character of the Marine Hospital, set, 
as it will be, on tho most conspicuous site 
possible. Twenty thousand dollars were 
appropriated for that purpose. That 
was too small a sum; but if it may not bo 
increased, lot tho Province, at least, havo 
tho best building the amount will produce, 
leaving it for further appropriations to 
lay out and ornament the grounds 
&0. The Custom House is to be 
erected at the foot of Broughton street. 
Wo connot help thinking that tho land 
occupied by tho gaol and police court 
would havo been a much better site. Cer- 
tain it is that its present misuse caunotbe 
permitted long to continue. But if matters 
should have proceeded too far to admit of 
a change of site, it may at least bo hoped 
that a building of some architectural pre- 
tensions will adorn so very conspicuous a 
site as that at the foot of Broughton street. 
In point of position, nearly all can he said 
of it that was said of thejMarine Hospital, 
and, perhaps, a Custom House may be 
considered as presenting a more fitting 
object for architectural display than an 
Hospital. Nor is it merely a Custom 
House; for the same building is to accom- 
modate the Departments of Public Works, 
Marine and Fisheries, and Finance. For 
a building combining all these duties, wo 
find the sum of twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars sot down in the Estimates. To assert 
that such an amount is wholly and palpa- 
bly inadequate to tho production of such 
an edifice as would at once become the 
prominent site chosen, and bo creditable 
and just to the Pacific Province and to 
the Dominion Government will most as- 
suredly not bo entering upon controver- 
sial ground. Such a sum would bo inad- 
equate in any of tho eastern Pi evinces. 
How much more so here, where every- 
thing is so expensive. Tho Dominion au- 
thorities ought not to make either present 
population or revenue tho gauge in mat- 
ters of this nature. British Columbia 
stands alone, the solo representative of 
tho Dominion on tho Tronic; and it seems 
of no little importance that tho "Greater 
Britain" of America should put on a 
good Pacific face. We see appropriations, 
very much larger than ours, constantly 
BUpplimented in other Provinces. If 
one hundred thousand dollars is not con- 
sidered too large a vote for a post otlice in 
on inland town of a Province where every- 
thing is cheap, surely fifty thousand 
would bo little enough for a building 
overlooking tho city and harbor of the 
seaport town of the sole Pacific Province 
where everything costs nearly double, 
more especially when one comes to con- 
sider that tho building'is to accommodate 
nearly all tho Federal Departments of 
British Columbia. Wo have no desire to 
ask anything in the least unreasonable; 
but we must decidedly object to tho erec- 
tion of so shabby a building for such im- 
portant and multiform purposes upon so 
conspicuous a site ; and wedo iliis scarce- 
ly less for tho credit of tho Dominion 
than in tho interest of the Province moro 
immediately concerned. An additional 
claim might bo put in on account of the 
disappointment and delay connected with 
railway works which should havo been 
commenced by this time; but we are con- 
tent to let British Columbia's claim to a 
moro respectable class of Federal build- 
ings rest on the grounds already adverted 
to in this ami former articles, only urging 
tho Government, in conclusion, to have 
the construction of these buildingu prr - 
ceedod with" as expeditiously as possible, 
both because they are much needed, and 
in order that they may bo well through 
withby the time the railway works shall 
have fairly commenced. 

Kailway Route and Ter- 
minus 

It would neither bo dignified nor prof- 
itable to follow our Local contemporary in 
its tirade of nonsense about tho route of 
tho Canadian Pacific Railway; suffice it to 
say that wo know tho theory already pro- 
pounded in there columns with respect to 
the lato reservation of land between Es- 
quimau and Soymour Narrows to bo tho 
oorroct one. It may possibly gratify some 
people to assort that the more formal re- 
servation of the land in question (a ques- 
tionable good, viewed from a Provincial 
stand-point) means the final settlement of 
tho route; but we prefer to stick to facts, 
oven if there .should bo a tingo of the dis- 
agreeable, even the unpopular, about 
thorn. No one who takes tho trouble to 
roilect upon the subject will be disposed 
to question our facts. Certainly no ono, 
not even our contemporary, will venture 
to controvert them . But wo may, perhaps, 
be pardoned for indulging in a fow re- 
marks respecting the disingenuous efforts 
" point to present this journal 



but surely [in theso qualities it is peer- 
less. As to tho terminus, this journal 
has most earnestly contended for Esqui- 
mau from the very first, and for nearly 
eighteen months it has treated the ques- 
tion of terminus as settled in favor of 
Esquimau, — thanks to j tho effective, 
but unostentatious intervention of 
tho senior member for this city, 
who was assiduously working for it at Ot- 
tawa, when others were plotting to pro- 
mote their own little schemes of personal 
ambition. In regard to tho chargo of op- 
position to the Bute fnlet route, it seoms 
scarcely necessary to remind the public of 
the numerous articles which have appeared 
in thoso columns, pointing out tho cogent 
reasons, both commercial and political, 
why the railway should be brought to 
Esquiumlt via Bute Inlet, instead of by 
Burrard Inlet. In truth, the files of this 
journal during tho past throe years supply 
the best answer to the contomptible in- 
sinuations of our contemporary. We 
simply defy it to produce a single senteneo 
from any of our writings during that 
period to justify its false and malicious 
accusations; and for every line it has pub- 
lished in advocacy of Esquimalt as the 
terminus and Bute Inlet as the route, wo 
will undertake to produce three from our 
own files. It is venturing rather too much 
upon public forgetfulness to ask the 
people of Victoria to believe such utter 
falsehood.

Mrs. Fail-head's daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Jackson, was, on the night of 
Christmas Day, IHb'b, proprietress of tho 
Globe public-house, High street, Wap- 
ping, and perhaps the most memorable 
passage in nil Mr. Hawkins' memorable 
speech is that in which the learned coun- 
sel descri bed the claimant's visit to tho 
Globe. The Cells, for London from New 
York, arrived in the river on Christmas 
morning. The same evening, Mrs. Fair- 
head deposed, tho defendent camo to the 
Globe, disguised as a ship's engineer, and 
male inquiries about tho Ortons and 
other old inhabitants of Wapping.

'you are an Orton yourself. You. are tbu 
Orton who left some twelve or fourteen 
years ago.' 'No, I ain't,' he said, 'I'm a 
friend of his. I've come home to assist 
thi> family.' And be told me he hud been 
knocking at their door, but couldn't make 
anybody hear. 'Well,' says I, *you aro 
very like the family, and you seem to 
know Wapping better than I do.' 'Why 
do you think me like the Ortons?' said he. 
'Why'?' says [, 'Because you are like both 
of 'em like the father and like the mo- 
ther.' An so be is." To appreciate the im- 
portance of this evidence it must bo borne 
in mind that K igor Tii'bborno could only 
base known of Wapping from hearsay, 
and that the Claimant at first positively 
denied the whole story of his Wapping 
visit. "I have never been to Wapping," 
he writes to Rouse. And in the name let- 
ter he adds, "We find tin: other side very 
bii«j. With another pair of sisters for me, 
one of them been to see Mr. Holmes, they 
have been three days at them, and they 
are quite sure of success.

The ancient Roman Emperor who 
was nisli enough to offer a reward for 
a new pleasure, and who has Buffered 
for his sins by being more "quoted" 
than any potentate of any age, might 
havo beon more successful in his (spe- 
culation if he had called for a new 
crime. Among the joint stuck compan- 
ies recently wound up in London, was 
one which, for simplicity and ingenui- 
ty, deserves praise beyond its own im- 
mediate circle. Its promoters, Direc- 
tors and shareholders numbered only 
two, and they based their operations 
on a regulation of the Metropolitan 
Board of Works. Tne body has been 
frequently troubled by the bad conduct 
of contractors and their men, who, in- 
stead of removing street mud, have 
simply shot it down the next sewer — 
an operation that, if not detected at 
once, leaves no clue to the offender, 
though there may be many traces of tho 
crime, To deter the contractors from 
such bad habits, the Board has been 
giving a reward of i!2 IDs. to any infor- 
mer who helped to prosecute any per- 
son defiling the sewers with mud, and 
on the conviction of the criminal a fine 
of Ills, was imposed. On it basis so sim- 
ple, two ingenious prisons built their 
scheme. One of them put down the 
mud, the other gave the information; 
the first was fined 10s. ; the second ob- 
tained £2 Ids. Uniting their forces, 
the fine was first recouped, and then

: cient livelihood was earned. Unhappily 
the plan has been detected, and' the

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The Death of Prince Fred 
erick William of Prussia. 

A correspondent of tho London Times 
writes to that journal from Darmstadt, on 
Juno 1: — "The sad aocidont which caused 
the death of Prince Frederick William of 
Hesse, has, I believe, not been fully des- 
cribed in any English or, indeed, in any 
German journal. The facts are as follows: 
— On Thursday morning hist, at 7;45, the 
nurses brought, as usual, the Royalchil- 
dren into Princess Alico's bedroom. On 
this oceasion there were but three, viz: 
Prince Ernest, Prince Frederick William, 
and tho baby, Princess Victoria. Out 
of tho bod-room opened a bath-room, into 
which, shortly after his arrival, Princ e 
Ernest ran. Tlio Princess, knowing (ho 
window to ho open, as wu* also the one 
in hor bed-room, hastily got lip, and fob 
lowed the child, leaving Prince Frederick 
William by himself, and the baby on tho 
bed. During her absence Prince Freder- 
ick William let a toy, with which he was 
playing, fallout of the window, and while 
trying to recover it. be fell n height of 
twenty foot (not five as Iirst stated, ) to 
the ground. The Princess, hearing a noise, 
rushed back, but only in time to see the 
unhappy ollild in tho air. Her shrieks 
soon brought assistance, but all offorts 
were useless, and I ho poop Jittlo fellow 
died at about eleven o'clock. He was a 
weakly child from his berth but of a live- 
ly and gay disposition, and his death is 
an immense sorrow to his parents, for 
whom, it is needless to wiiy, the greatest 
sympathy is felt. The littlo Prinoe will 
bo buried at o'clock this evening, and 
his funeral will be attended by the various 
officials and foreign Ministers. Tho Prin- 
cess Imperial of Germany arrived yester- 
day on a visit of condolence to her sister, 
but left again this morning.

In 1807 he bought a dancing 
and singing- cafe at Courbevoie, which 
lie sold at profit the next year. Though 
not rich enough to live according to 
his rank, he always had some money, 
and lie seema to have been inclined to 
make a generous use of it, for the prin- 
cipal part of his assets, which by will 
he has left to his partner, consists of 
out standing loans. The American 
Consul, General Meredith Read, has 
put seals upon nil his papers. Tho 
funeral, which by the Consul's orders 
will be conducted with a certain 
amount of pomp, takes place at Neuil- 
ly on Monday.

Municipal Street By-Law to regulate the con- 
struction, maintainance, and repairs of 
Streets within the City limits, and to regu- 
late the Public traffic thereon. 



[4th June, 1873.] 



WHEREAS it is expedient for the good government of the City of 
Victoria, B. C, to make provisions for the construction, main- 
tainance, mid repairs of Streets within the City limits, and the 
regulation of the public traffic thereon. 

Be it therefore enacted by the Municipal Council of the City of Vic- 
toria, as follows : 

1. No person or persons shall ride or drive through any of the Tub- 
lie Streets of the City of Victoria, at a pace exceeding six miles an hour, 
under a penalty not exceeding Five Dollars or such imprisonment as the 
Stipendiary Magistrate may direct. 

2. No person or persons engaged or concerned in the erection, re- 
pair or alteration of any building, cellar or sower within the City, shall 
be at liberty to occupy more than one-third of the width of the street, 
in front of such building, cellar or sewer, with materials necessary for 
the erection, repair or alteration of such building, cellar or sewer, un- 
less he or they shall obtain permission from the Mayor and Council, or 
from the Street Committee of the Council, so to do ; and such person 
or persons shall, if required by the Mayor and Council, or the Street 
Committee, erect such a fence and place such beacon lights around or 
near to such building, cellar or sewer, as shall, by the Mayor and 
Council or the Street Committee aforesaid, be doomed necessary to 
prevent accidents to persons or animals. And any person or persons 
neglecting or refusing to comply with the provisions of this Section, or 
of any order made in pursuance thereof, shall, upon conviction, be 
liable to a fine not exceeding Twenty Dollars. 

3. No person shall throw or cause to bo thrown, or deposit on any 
of the footpaths, sidewalks, highways, streets, thoroughfares or any 
public place within the City limits, any rubbish, tilth, ashes, offal, of 
any kind or any substance which may be considered a nuisance by the 
Mayor and Council aforesaid, under a penalty not exceeding Twenty- 
Five Dollars or Ten days imprisonment at discretion of any Justice of 
the Peace, before whom such offender shall be tried. 

4. No person or persons shall interupt any highway or Public thor- 
oughfare within the City limits, by erecting thereon any fence, building, 
barricade, or obstruction of any nature or any kind, or break up or dis- 
turb the surface of any Public street or highway unless by permission 
of the Mayor and Council or the Street Committee, on their behalf, and 
any street or highway so disturbed by the aforesaid permission shall 
without delay, be put in as good condition by such person or persons 
as it was before the surface thereof was broken up or disturbed as 
aforesaid, and such person or persons shall, within a 
reasonable time, remove all surplus dirt or rubbish that 
that may have accumulated by reason of breaking up or disturbing 
the surface of such public street or highway, and shall also keep such 
parts of such public street or highway as shall have been broken up or 
disturbed by him or them, in good repair for the space of three months 
thereafter. * And any person or persons who shall bo guilty of a breach 
of the provisions of this Section may, on conviction thereof, be lined in 
any sum not exceeding Fifty Dollars. 

5. Every person who in any thoroughfare or Public place of the 
said City shall throw or lay any dirt, litter, glass, ashes, carrion, fish, 
offal or rubbish, or throw or cause any such thing to go into any sewer, 
pipe or drain, or into any well, stream or water-course, or put the same 
into such a position that it may run into the harbour or into any pond or 
reservoir for water, or cause any offensive matter to run from any manu- 
factory, stable, slaughter house, butcher's shop or dunghill or any un- 
covered place, whether or not surrounded by a fence or wall, shall be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding Twenty Dollars for each offence. 

(i. Every person who shall empty or begin to empty any privy or 
water closet" within the said City, within the hours of six in the morning 
and eight in the evening, and who shall move along any thoroughfare 
anv nMit soil, soap-lees, ammoniacal liquor, or other such offensive 
matter ^between the hours of six in the morning and eight in the even- 
ing, or who shall at any time use for such purpose any cart or carriage 
not having a proper covering, or who shall wilfully or carelessly slop or 
spill any such offensive matter in the removal thereof, or who shall not 
carefully sweep or cleanse any such place in which any such offensive 
matter shall have been placed, spilled or dropped, shall be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding Twenty Dollars or not more than Eight Days' 
imprisonment for each offence. 

7. Any person or persons who shall wilfully cut, hack, carve or 
otherwise deface, orinjure or destroy any bridge within theCity limits, or 
who shall ride or drive overauy such bridge at a pace faster than a walk, 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Ten Dollars or to imprisonment 
in the Common Jail for u period not exceeding Four Days for each 
offence. 

8. No person or persons, owner or driver shall allow his or their 
horse or horses to remain standing in or upon any of the streets or pub- 
lic places in this City without having the same securely fastened to a 
post or block of metal not weighing less than thirty-five pounds, or leav- 
ing some person in charge of the same, and any infraction of this 
section shall bo punishable by a fine not exceeding Ten Dollars or 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding Four days. 

9. The Mayor and Council shall have power under this By-Law to 
grade, gravel, metal, or make any other improvements in any street, al- 
ley or thoroughfare, within the City limits, whenever or wherever it shall 
be deemed by them expedient. 

10. When any street or portion of a street is graded, gravelled or 
metalled it shall bo' lawful for the Mayor and Council, by an order in writ- 
ing, to order the owner or owners of any lot or lots abutting on such street, 
or the agent or agents of such owner or owners to complete, at the ex- 
pense of such owner or owners, the grading, gravelling or metalling of 
that portion of the street abutting uponhisor their lotor lots, the grading, 
gravelling or metalling of which shall not have been completed by the 
Mayor and Council. And in the event of any Buch person or persons 
neglecting or refusing to comply with any such order for the space of 
One day, or such other period as may bo specified in such notice, 
the said Mayor and Council shall be at liberty to cause to bo graded, 
gravelled or metalled the portion of such street so ordered to be graded 
gravelled or metalled by the owner or owners of the lotor lots abutting 
thereon; and the expense, costs and charges thereof, shall bo recover- 
able at law from such owner or owners; and if such expenses, costs and 
charges be not paid by such owner or owners or his or their agent or 
agents, within seven days after notice in writing, of the amount thereof; 
or of any judgment recovered in respect of such expenses, costs and 
charges," shad not be paid at once, the amount of such expenses, costs 
and charges of such judgment may be registered as n claim against the 
lotor lots" abutting upon such street, the owner or owners of which shall 
have been ordered and failed as aforesaid to grade, gravel or metal the 
said street or some portion thereof. 

11. If the owners of seven-tenths in value of lots in or abutting on 
any street or any portion thereof, in the City of Victoria, shall sign a 
requisition calling upon the Municipal Council to grade, macadamise, 
pave, fence, drain, water, light, sweep, lay down side-walks or other- 
wise improve the said street or portion thereof, or if the occupiers of 
seven-tenths of the lots abutting on any street or portion of any street, 
shall sign a requisition calling upon the Municipal Council to light, 
water sweep or lay down side-walks in any such street orportion of such 
stroet'(as the case may be), the said Municipal Council shall be empow- 
ered after giving in such manner as they alone shall deem expedient, 
not less than seven days' notice of such intention to each of the owners 
or occupiers (as tho case may be) of the remaining three-tenths as shall 
not have signed the requisition, to levy, assess, and collect, a rate (not 
to exceed the amount to bo estimated and mentioned in that behalf in 
such requisition) upon the owners or occupiers (as tho case may be) of 
tho lots in and abutting on such street or portion of street, in order to 
carry out Buch improvements, and may apply the rate when collected ac- 
cording to the prayer of such requisition, the Municipal Council approv- 
ing such requisition, in such manner as they may appoint by By-Law. 

12. No person shall wantonly fire or sot off or discharge any guns, 
pistols, cannons, squibs, crackers, or fireworks of any kind or descrip- 
tion nor shall wear or cany on the person any loaded fire-arms 
or dangerous weapons about tho person within the city limits under a 
penalty not execodihg Twenty-Five Dollars for each offence. 

1!5. Any person or persons failing to comply with any Provision of 
this By-Law or any part thereof shall bo subjoct to tho penalties heroin 
stated, and such penalties Hhall bo recoverable summarily before any 
Justice of the Peace having Jurisdiction within the limits of the said 
City or other poisons specially mentioned in this By-Law. 

This By-Law maybe cited for all purposes as "Tho Victoria Street 
By-Law, 1873."
